Mr. Chase, and those who assisted him in
wnoooting onr systom of national banks, had
b view, we suppose, several objeots.

gystom of banking to asist the Government
fn time of need, as in & great war, suoh as we
latoly passed through, and last, though not
lonst, to oreate a vast political machine for
partisan and individual purposes. The Bank
of England, and other great national banks,
but ohiefly the Bink of Eugland gave the idea,
althongh none #f these institutions was taken

as a model.

Our old boking system, which was autho.
vized by the several States, and rested ina
measure tpon the State-rights doctrine, was
deemed dfeotive, lacked uniformity, and was
thought 1o longer suitable to the changed con-
dition of the conntry produced by the war.
Fhore wero many defects doubtless in the old
systom, 88 fn the unsubstantial churacter of
piany of the banks, in the facility afforded for
stirting what were called “wild-cat banks,"
and in the inoonvenience and loss cansed by
the decount on bank notes of ons section or
localty when they passed into another. Then
the war, with the legislation of Congress
during its existence and sinee it t(-n.ninuhetl.
have swopt away State-rights theories, and
hsve centraliged and nationalized the institu-
tions of the country. A banking system,
sherefore, in conformity with this change was
congidered necessary, We nsaded one, it was
thought, that would be national and uniform
in character. Besides, tho capitalization of two
thousand millions or more of the wealth of
the gountry iu ths formn of the national debt,
together with inereased activity in the internal
business of the country, required a larger
amonnt of ciroulating medinm, which could
only bo properly and safely supplied them in
the form of currency by the general Goy-
ernment,

The question was, then, how to supply the
banking necessity of the titne—how to assist
the Government, and promote the business in-
terests of the nation—without creating on one
band a dangerous monopoly, and to prevent
on the other the Government being burdened
with the management of bunking affairs. With

Why, then, is this vast sum given away to
the nafional banks ! Why, indeed, should not
the whole amount of twenty millions or more
be saved ! Never was anything so absurd
heard of bafore. Nover. befors a Govam-
ment recklessly squander away stuoh a vast
sum, And how ¢hsy it is to remiedy i uvil |
All Congress has to do §5 to withdmw the
national bank currency, issne fogal tenders in
thedr place, and caneol the thros hundred mil-
Hons of imterest-bearing bonds now deposited
as goourity by the banks. The logal tenders
would buy np these bonds. That is how the
Goyvernment and people would get the profit
on the currency, and how twenty millions a
year could be saved. The banks could do
thedr buginess on legal tenders, A law could
| be framed regulating the number of banks,
the condition of their existence, and all about
them, just as well as the present law regulates
the national banks, We want no other con-
neotion betweon the Govermmont and banks.
It doos not suit ue to Hilow the English in
their banking system. We peed something
more simple and adapted to our own condi-
tion.  But, at least, 1ot nz not do worse. Lot
us not perpetiate the monstrous and danger-
ous national bank monopoly which takes away
from the people twenty mililons or more a
yoar without the least conslderation in return,

A wellduformed citisen of Virginia, thor-
onghly Southern in his prineiples and sympa-
thies, writes a private lotter from Richmond,
in whioch he says:—

Onr corvespondent, we fear, does not mis-
caleulate the tendenoy of the policy adopted
by the House. Whether it result in the re-
construction of the Union or not, its imme-
diate effoct must be to produce extreme frrita-
tion, and to alienate the good-will of nearly the
entire white population of the South, The
enactiment of martinl  law would be bad
enough.,  But when to this is added the over-
throw of existing civil authority, the univer-
sal enfranclusement of the blacks, and the all
bat aniversal disfranclhisement of the whites,
it is not difficult to foretell the temper to which
the new state of things will give birth.  Ad-

a yiew apparently 1o accomplish these objects,
Congress established the national banks., The |
quostion was & new one to that body, and but
little understood, Mr, Chase, when Secretary
of the Treasury, worked up the system, He ]
was aided by a party of bankers and capital-
ists who saw in it a rich mine of wealth for
themselves. He donbtless saw in it also a vast
political machine by which he might be car-
ried to the White Honse, The people in the
meantime knew notbing of these motives, and
were ignorant of the nature of what would he
the operation and effects of the nationsl banks.
This bank system was & new thing to them,
and mnot understanding it they submitted
quistly to its estalilishment.
fastened upon the country.

These national banks are really nothing
more than private ussoclations, working for
the profit of the stockholders alone, just the
Eame as are any of our mining or manufactur-
ing comnpanies; yet Congress hias invested them
with a national titls and character, and hay
both built them up and sustained them upon
its own credit. It does this, too, without de-
riving any profit or advantage whatever from
thiedir ciroulation or business, from loans or in
any other financial way. The advantages are
all on one side—on the side of a few thousand
stockholders,

As the authors of our national bank system |

geemed to have in view the Bank of England
when they formed it, let us compare one with
the other. The Bank of England is also a pri-
vate association or corporation.  Still it has an
intimate connection with and renders very fm-
portant services tothe Government, In this
it is unlike our national banks, which render
no services to the Government, It has grown
up to its present great power, wealth, and in-
fluence through a long period of existence, and
through many changes and perils, 1t Las be-
come adapted to British institutions, character,
and mode of business. It would not be adapted
to our institutions, habits of business, or sovial
condition, and theve is reéason to doubt ns to
its being any longer useful, as at present von-
stituted and managed, in promoting the general
welfare of the Buglish people. One thing is
certain, which s, that the financial and bank-
ing system ef Great Britain, of which the Bank
of England is the foundntion and centre, hins
reduced the masses of the people to the point
of starvation, while at the smme time the fow
have beoome enormously rich, I8 it not evi-

dent, then, that there is something radieally |

wrong at the bottom—something which we, in
this virgin and great sountry, ought to avoid ?
Our pational banks have in them all the evils
and greater ones than those of the Bank of
England, without any of the wlvantages to the
publie,

But the Bank of England has paid targely
all thl‘ullgll ity existince for the l"“'il"}:"“ h
enjoys. Parliament hins never nenewed  its
charter, often as this has been done, withont
demanding something in retum.  Pavmient
has been oblained sometimes by hard woney,
but frequently throngh loans, either without
juterest or bearing a very low rate of interest.
Then the Bank maunages and pays the interest
on the national debt, as well 83 wwnngine the
finanoes of the State for & small conpensntion,
aud st much less oost than the Governmoent
could do that.

e find it stated in the Pall Mall Gasette than
the “met profit on the currency amounts to
L£270,000, of which £180,000 fall to the share
of the Exchoguer, and £60,000 to that of ths
Bank ;% that i, the Government takes two-
thirds of the prufit, ,

The same paper ramarks that “the measarg
of the gross profitsa on the issue eannot be any
other than the interest borne by the securities
which are deposited in place of gold as ¥eou-
rity for the bank notes issned up tgthe samount
of £156,000,000, Beyond that amount every
note must be represented by gold.,” At the
rate the Bank of England oilenlates the profiy
on a uurreuui of about forty-five million dol-
lars, and reckoning the diffirence of interest
on our securitiea deposited by the uational
banks and that of the British geourities de-

jtod by the Bank of Englaud, the profit on
the three hundred millions of national bank
currency is at least twenty willion dollurs o
your. gre the Government to take uu]y the
proportion the British Government takes, the

especinlly of the authorities, is less friendly
than it should be to the National Government,
the proposed plans of reconstroction will cer-
tainly not effoct an improvement.

English Reform.

The Derby Government have lost no time
after the meoting of Parlinment in taking ac-
tion on the subjeot of reform: but that action,
our oable despatclies inform us, has failed to
give satisfaction to the bulk of the Liberal
party.

And this is not surprising.
presmnption, from

Wueen's speech relating to the question of

reform, was that her Ministers were prn,-p:n'ud
to introduce into Parliament, with all conve-
ment spoed, a measure for the extension of the
franchise. But instead of bringing forward
such & measure, they have adopted a course
at onee unconstitutional and unprecedented.
Instead of grappling with the question in the
usual way on their responsibility as a Govern-
ment, prepared to stand or fall by the verdict
of the House of Commons on their bill, they
propose, as a preliminary step, to take the
sense of the House as to the plan upon which
roform, presuming the principle to be oou-
ceded, ghall be carried out.

This looks very like a shirking of the ques-
tion on their imrt, and gives color to the In-
ginuation made in some of the English jour-
Tals that the Cabinet, being divided ammg
themselves on the subject, a sort of compro-
mise has been entered into by Lord Derby's
collongnes. Taking into acconnt the cireum
stances under which the Tories, aided by a
few recreant Liberals, snceeeded in displacing
the Russell-Gladstone Ministry, as well as the
popular agitation on the subject of reform
which followed the change of Govermoent, thi
first duty of the present  Adwministration mani-
festly was to propose to Parlinment a measure
at least equally liberal with that on which
their p!‘t'tir"ul-.-il-il-l'h' in office were wrecked,
They were bound to propose a bill free from
those alleged faults and dewerits which the
Tory party, and the faithless Lilerals acting
with them, made the principal ground of their
opposition to the Iate defeated Reform bill,
This 1.]']!‘}' have failed to do, and the Tnl‘_\"
leaders consequently lay thewmselves open to
the charge that in opposing Mr. Gladstone's
Lill they were avinated, not by honorable and
patrivtio motives, but solely by a selfish desire
to seize the reins of power,

It is evident, the professions in the Queen's
specch to the contrary notwithstanding, that
the Tories are not prepared to deal with reform
in accordance with the popular will; and this
being so, it is safe to predict the specdy over-
throw of the Derby Government. It is cer-
tainly a clever device to propose. to throw the
responsibility of framing o measure of reform
npon the House of Commons. Conld the
House be induced to accept the responsibility,
it is not diicult to foresee that the result
would be to postpone reform for at least
another twelve months, and to insure to Lord
Dorby's purty a further loss of power. The
game of the last session would, in that case,
Le played over again, and any bill that might
Lo brought in would be Kkilled by successive
mutilations in committee,  But the device, we
are strongly of opinion, will not suceeed, for
the simple reason that the people will no
Jonger tolerate delay in the settlement of the
guestion., )

Granting that, with the aid of those Liberals
who helped the Tories to defeat Mr, Glud-
stone’s lhzlurm Lill, the resolutions of which
Mr. Disraeli hns given notice, are affirmed—
what then ¥ The Government will not on that
aceount be relieved of its vespongibility in the
Granting that, by the device which
has been adopted, the Liberal party should
be so divided and weakened as to give Lord
Dorby's Government an apparent trinmph
over reformers of the Bright school—what
then ?  The victory will be dearly bought,
and the disaster speedily retrieved; for ount-
side of parties in Parliament, and independent
of them, there is the great body of the
English people, the disfranchised masses, do-
manding that the rights of which they have
been unjustly deprived shall be restored to
them, and asserting their fixed dotermination
to have justice.  No ministry, be it Tory or
Libwral, can long hold power failing to uedt
this demand,

America apd the Greoks.

From the World. .

It i to be hoped that there is mo truth in
the story that General Kalergis or Admiral
(Canaris, or some other eminent Hollenic huro,
is om his way to this country to thunk the
people of the United States for piast favors
vxtended to the Groeks, and to ask the farther

gratification of a couple of monitors. In 4

general way, the American people certainly do
sympathize with the Greeks, who desive 1o
shuke off the Turkish yoke; and it is probable
that if proper piing were tukyn tc.i represent
any given case of destitution in Greece, pro-
perly, to the American public, we should
extend such velisf as i in our power to the
suflerers, most hoartily and freely.

But the masses of the American peaple have
no earthly intention of allowing themselves to
be *mixed up' with the feverish and confused
politics of the Levant, and the actual emer-
geney of the Greek Cretans has unluckily
boen put before the people here in the way
least calenlated to command our support and
onr practical help. If tienernl Kalergis comes
here, he will find that after & great deal of
explosive oratory from second-rate agitatard,
thankful for & new theme, a wretched sum of
fifteen or twenty thousand dollivs has been
rilsed for the benafit of his fellow-countrymen;
and that o far are we from any intention of
commutiting owrselves as a nation to the Greek
¢ause, that no political character of the least
pretensions to veal influance or position Las
thought it worth his while to meddle with the
watter at all. We have our own Greeks to
look after, and our own Turks to put down,
and itis a ornel triling with the foars and
Lopes, the passions and the interests, of u
noble people, to make the Buropaan (irvukn
believe that we have any mind to concorn wur-
solves sorionsly sud efliciently nbout them or
thelr affairs.
